If Representative Dickey's House Bill ..o. ,23 goes into effect every person 


who draws a regular monthly or weekly .salary will be subject to a 2 per cent 
tax upon any amount earned above ?l,'X)fl 
The clerk who is in the habit of 
drawing VOO a month, or $1,200 per annum, will be subject to the imposition of 
the 2 per cent tax upon the $200 above the specified $1,000, amounting to $4.- He 
who draws a salary of $2,400 a year must pay into the Government Treasury, 
according to Representative Dickey's wishes; a tax of $8, and so on. Not only 
does the individual have his pockets touched by the Government, under the.pro- 
visions of the income tax bill, but every business, corporation, trade, profes- 
sion, clerks in the Government employ, school teachers, and even the plumbers 
are subject to It.

The bill provides for the first levying of the tax on July 1 of the present

They were delivered 
with a directness that almost stagger- 
ed the solons and caused something of 
a commotion as soon as "the speaker 
had finished and as the Oahu member 
was about to arise to reply. Several 
/members jumped to their feet, calling 
.tor order, and some raised their voices 
shrilly demanding that the regular 
business of the day be resumed, and 
the speaker had to call loudly to bring 
the House to its proper-dignity.' Mr. 
Emmeluth said the HawsjWans and the 
native members of the House are cling- 
ing to the old law relating to husbands' 
and wives' desertion and to the meth- 
od* of education which had been car- 
ried on In Hawaii for the past forty 
years. He said the Hawallans were ed- 
ucated to aspire to certain Ideals which 
they, could not realize when they went 
•cut into the world after leaving the 
schools, as nearly all the places where 
igood salaries are paid were closed to 
the natives. He cited the Kamehaine- 
ha schools as a glaring instance of the 
truth of his remarks and said they re- 
tarded Hawaiian development instead 
of assisting it 


The Moiokal member later on in the 


discussion asked for the privilege of re- 
plying to Emmeluth's attack. He call- 
ed the chair's attention to the attack 
and as one.of Kamehameha school's 
first sons and one of its graduates he 
denied absolutely that there was any 
troth in ' Emmeluth's statement. He 
said be would protect the name and 
anterests of the Institution and strongly 
intimated that Emmeluth did not • tell 
the truth. Emmeluth, when he could 
get another hearing, reiterated his 
statement, closing it by saying that the 
graduates of Kamehameha were more 
numerous on the police force and as 
back drivers than in any other voca- 
tion.

DUTY ON 'SUGAR 


LONDON, March 6.—The Chancellor 


of the Exchequer Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, said a prominent member of the 
House of Commons to a press repre- 
sentative tonight, will probably intro- 
duce a duty on sugar in the forthcom- 
ing budget, and will pernaps add a 
countervailing duty.

A member of the ministry said: . "I 


can only say that this serious depar- 
ture from England's historic principles 
of free trade 1s under discussion, as 
the provisions of the budget are relig- 
iously kept secret until announced In 
the House of Commons, However, if 
sugar Is not taken off the free list 
there will be a large-number of disap- 
pointed Conservatives; 
on the other 
hand, the-introduction of such a mo- 
tion will meet with the most fierce op- 
position from the present XJberals and 
old-time champions of free trade. 
•The movement in favor of such a 
step Is due, firstly, to the almost otter 
decay of England's refining industry; 
secondly, to the careful studySpf the 
success of American sugar under the 
present system; and thirdly, to the dire 
necessity of the government to rats* 
funds by other means than Increasing 
the already-enormous direct taxation.
